Drawings 



1 . The proposed drawing correction and/or the proposed substitute sheets of 
drawings, filed on 4/4/02 have been approved. A proper drawing correction or corrected 
drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application.

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claim10-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding claims 10-19, claim 10 recites the limitation "said channel" in line 7. 
There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Regarding claim 20, claim 20 recites the limitation "said channel" in line 8. There 
is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim.
